BIRTHS. 

24  births  were  registered:  13  Males,  11  Females. 

DEATHS. 

22  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district. 

To  these  must  be  added  12  deaths  of  residents  which 
occurred  outside  the  district. 

The  resulting  total  is  34. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

Six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified,  four  of  them 
amongst  females  and  two  males.  Four  cases  of  chicken  pox; 
eleven  cases  of  pneumonia;  eight  cases  of  whooping  cough  ; 
seventeen  cases  of  measles  ;  and  one  case  of  erysipelas  were 
also  notified.
